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SECTION B GENERAL CONDITIONS

B.1 Permit No Defense [IC 13]

(a) Indiana statutes from IC 13 and rules from 326 IAC, quoted in conditions in this permit, are
those applicable at the time the permit was issued. The issuance or possession of this
permit shall not alone constitute a defense against an alleged violation of any law, regu-
lation or standard, except for the requirement to obtain a Part 70 permit under 326 IAC 2-7.

(b) This prohibition shall not apply to alleged violations of applicable requirements for which the
Commissioner has granted a permit shield in accordance with 326 IAC 2-7-15, as set out
in this permit in the Section B condition entitled “Permit Shield.”

B.2 Definitions [326 IAC 2-7-1]
Terms in this permit shall have the definition assigned to such terms in the referenced regulation.
In the absence of definitions in the referenced regulation, any applicable definitions found in IC 13-
11, 326 IAC 1-2 and 326 IAC 2-7 shall prevail.

B.3 Permit Term [326 IAC 2-7-5(2)]
This permit is issued for a fixed term of five (5) years from the effective date, as determined in
accordance with IC 4-21.5-3-5(f) and IC 13-15-5-3.

B.4 Enforceability [326 IAC 2-7-7(a)]

Upon request, the Permittee shall also furnish to IDEM, OAQ, copies of records required
to be kept by this permit. If the Permittee wishes to assert a claim of confidentiality over any
of the furnished records, the Permittee must furnish such records to IDEM, OAQ, along with
a claim of confidentiality under 326 IAC 17. If requested by IDEM, OAQ, or the U.S. EPA,
to furnish copies of requested records directly to U. S. EPA, and if the Permittee is making
a claim of confidentiality regarding the furnished records, then the Permittee must furnish
such confidential records directly to the U.S. EPA along with a claim of confidentiality under
40 CFR 2, Subpart B.

B.9 Compliance with Permit Conditions [326 IAC 2-7-5(6)(A)] [326 IAC 2-7-5(6)(B)]

€) The Permittee must comply with all conditions of this permit. Noncompliance with any
provisions of this permit, except those specifically designated as not federally enforceable,
constitutes a violation of the Clean Air Act and is grounds for:

(2) Permit termination, revocation and reissuance, or modification; or
3) Denial of a permit renewal application.

(b) It shall not be a defense for the Permittee in an enforcement action that it would have been
necessary to halt or reduce the permitted activity in order to maintain compliance with the
conditions of this permit.

If the document is submitted
by any other means, it shall be considered timely if received by IDEM, OAQ, on or before
the date it is due.

The annual compliance certification report shall include the following:

(1) The identification of each term or condition of this permit that is the basis of the
certification;

(2) The compliance status;
3) Whether compliance was based on continuous or intermittent data;
4) The methods used for determining compliance of the source, currently and over the

reporting period consistent with 326 IAC 2-7-5(3); and

PMP’s shall be submitted to IDEM, OAQ, upon request and shall be subject to review and
approval by IDEM, OAQ. IDEM, OAQ, may require the Permittee to revise its Preventive
Maintenance Plan whenever lack of proper maintenance causes or contributes to any
violation.

In any enforcement proceeding, the Permittee seeking to establish the occurrence of an
emergency has the burden of proof.

This emergency provision supersedes 326 IAC 1-6 (Malfunctions) for sources subject to this
rule after the effective date of this rule. This permit condition is in addition to any emer-
gency or upset provision contained in any applicable requirement.

IDEM, OAQ, may require that the Preventive Maintenance Plans required under 326 IAC
2-7-4-(c)(10) be revised in response to an emergency.

Failure to notify IDEM, OAQ, by telephone or facsimile of an emergency lasting more than
one (1) hour in compliance with (b)(4) and (5) of this condition shall constitute a violation
of 326 IAC 2-7 and any other applicable rules.

Operations may continue during an emergency only if the following conditions are met:

(1) If the emergency situation causes a deviation from a technology-based limit, the
Permittee may continue to operate the affected emitting facilities during the emer-
gency provided the Permittee immediately takes all reasonable steps to correct the
emergency and minimize emissions.

(2) If an emergency situation causes a deviation from a health-based limit, the Permittee
may not continue to operate the affected emissions facilities unless:

(A) The Permittee immediately takes all reasonable steps to correct the emer-
gency situation and to minimize emissions; and

(B) Continued operation of the facilities is necessary to preventimminent injury
to persons, severe damage to equipment, substantial loss of capital invest-
ment, or loss of product or raw materials of substantial economic value.

Any operation shall continue no longer than the minimum time required to prevent
the situations identified in (g)(2)(B) of this condition.

until the permit is reissued. The permit shield shall continue in effect so long as the
Permittee is in compliance with the compliance order.

No permit shield shall apply to any permit term or condition that is determined after issu-
ance of this permit to have been based on erroneous information supplied in the permit
application. Erroneous information means information that the Permittee knew to be false,
or in the exercise of reasonable care should have been known to be false, at the time the
information was submitted.

Nothing in 326 IAC 2-7-15 or in this permit shall alter or affect the following:

(2) The provisions of Section 303 of the Clean Air Act (emergency orders), including
the authority of the U.S. EPA under Section 303 of the Clean Air Act;

(2) The liability of the Permittee for any violation of applicable requirements prior to or
at the time of this permit's issuance;

On December 17, 2001, the Office of Air Quality (OAQ) had a notice published in the Elkhart
Truth stating that WeVac Plastics, Inc. had applied for a a Significant Permit Modification to a Part 70
Permit. The notice stated that the application involved changes in Best Available Control Technology
(BACT) involving three (3) adhesive application systems. The notice also stated that OAQ proposed to
issue a permit modification and provided information on how the public could review the proposed
revision and other documentation. Finally, the notice informed interested parties that there was a period
of thirty (30) days to provide comments on whether or not this permit revision should be issued as
proposed.

Robert Waugaman, a consultant for Bruce Carter Associates, submitted the following comment
on the proposed modification on behalf of WeVac Plastics, Inc:

Comment 1:

Please change Condition D.1.7(a)(2) from "A log of the dates months of use" to "A log of the
month of use". This change is consistent with the monthly record keeping requirements in the balance of
Condition D.1.7.

On November 5, 2001, the Office of Air Quality (OAQ) received an application from WeVac
Plastics, Inc. relating to changes in Best Available Control Technology (BACT) involving one (1)
plastic assembly area, known as PA, containing three (3) adhesive application systems.

Best Available Control Technology (BACT) was originally determined to be the installation of an
adhesive pumping application system consisting of a pump which can be attached to a 55 gallon
drum of adhesive, tubing to carry the adhesive to three different gluing stations, and a glue gun
applicator, at each station, to apply a bead of glue to a plastic part. The applicant has requested
that BACT be changed to the use of quart-size plastic bottles with nozzle-type screw-on lids, to
apply a bead of glue to a plastic part.

WeVac Plastics Corporation L.L.C. was issued a Part 70 permit for a plastic products
manufacturing plant on January 19, 2000. An administrative amendment approving a hame
change and a change in the responsible official was issued on August 24, 2001. This application
is the second revision to the Part 70 Permit.

The following changes are being proposed for the Part 70 permit:

Enforcement Issues
IDEM is aware that this change was made before revision of the permit. The noncompliance
issue was discovered by inspection on July 10, 2001 and a violation letter was sent to WeVac
Plastics, Inc. on October 12, 2001. This application seeks to correct this noncompliance issue.
IDEM is reviewing this matter and will take appropriate action.

Stack Summary

Recommendation

The staff recommends to the Commissioner that the revision be approved as a Significant
Permit Maodification. This recommendation is based on the following facts and conditions:

An application for the purposes of this review was received on November 5, 2001.
Emission Calculations

Emissions are not expected to change as a result of this revision. Potential to emit VOC from the
adhesive application systems remains limited to 3.1 tons per month by federally enforceable
conditions.

Potential To Emit

Pursuant to 326 IAC 2-1.1-1(16), Potential to Emit is defined as “the maximum capacity of a
stationary source to emit any air pollutant under its physical and operational design. Any
physical or operational limitation on the capacity of a source to emit an air pollutant, including air
pollution control equipment and restrictions on hours of operation or type or amount of material
combusted, stored, or processed shall be treated as part of its design if the limitation is
enforceable by the U. S. EPA.”

The potential to emit (as defined in 326 IAC 2-1.1-1(16)) of any single HAP is equal to or greater
than ten (10) tons per year and the potential to emit (as defined in 326 IAC 2-7-1(29)) of a
combination HAPSs is greater than or equal to twenty-five (25) tons per year. Therefore, the
source is subject to the provisions of 326 IAC 2-7.

Although this revision does not affect potential to emit, it affects a case by case determination of
BACT under 326 IAC 8-1-6. As a result, this change can neither be processed as an
administrative amendment under 326 IAC 2-7-11 or a minor permit modification under 2-7-12(b).
It must be processed as a significant permit modification under 326 IAC 2-7-12(d).

Volatile organic compounds (VOC) and oxides of nitrogen (NOX) are precursors for the
formation of ozone. Therefore, VOC and NO, emissions are considered when evaluating the

rule applicability relating to the ozone standards. Elkhart County has been designated as
attainment or unclassifiable for ozone.

Elkhart County has also been classified as attainment or unclassifiable for all other pollutants.
Therefore, emissions were reviewed pursuant to the requirements for Prevention of Significant

This is not a major emission source for Prevention of Significant Deterioration (PSD), 326 IAC 2-
2 because the potential to emit every attainment pollutant is less than the PSD significant levels.

Therefore, pursuant to 326 IAC 2-2, and 40 CFR 52.21, the PSD requirements do not apply.

63.41, and the revision does not affect potential to emit hazardous air pollutants.

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State Rule Applicability - Adhesive Application Systems
326 IAC 8-1-6 (New Facilities, General Reduction Requirements)

This facility is subject to the provisions of 326 IAC 8-1-6. This rule requires all facilities
constructed after January 1, 1980, which have potential VOC emission rates of 25 or more tons
per year, and which are not otherwise regulated by other provisions of 326 IAC 8, to reduce
VOC emissions using Best Available Control Technology (BACT).

The options considered in the BACT analysis were:

Use of High Solids Adhesives/Water Based Adhesives - This method of control was determined
to be technologically infeasible. Use of high solids adhesives does not produce a strong
chemical bond needed between plastic parts produced at this source.

Use of Low VOC/HAP Adhesives - This method of control was determined to be technologically
infeasible. Use of Low VOC/HAP adhesives do not produce the strong chemical bond needed
between plastic parts produced at this source.

Installation of Hot Plate / Hot Tool Welding Equipment - This method of control was determined
to be technologically infeasible. Using hot plate / hot tool welding equipment does not produce
sufficient bond strength between plastic parts produced at this source.

Installation of Hot Gas Welding Equipment - This method of control was determined to be
technologically infeasible. Use of hot gas welding equipment would be too slow for the source to
maintain the desired level of production. Additional hot gas welding lines would have to be
installed, negating any environmental benefit obtained.

Installation of Spin Welding Equipment - This method of control was determined to be
technologically infeasible. Use of spin welding equipment has been determined to be useful only
for round shaped parts. Most parts produced at this source are not round but rectangular.

Installation of Dielectric Welding Equipment - This method of control was determined to be
technologically infeasible. Use of dielectric welding equipment was found to be intended for thin
films and sheets. The parts used by this source will be too thick for this technique to be effective.

Use of Carbon Adsorption - This method of control was determined to be technologically
infeasible. The VOC concentration in the air stream was calculated to be less than 100 ppm.
Carbon adsorption systems are typically not an effective means of organic emission control
when the VOC concentration in the air stream is less than 100 ppm.

Installation of an Adhesive Pumping System - This method of control has a control efficiency
estimated at 15%, compared to a brush-and-wipe application, and a cost effectiveness of $100
per ton. However, there are adverse effects on quality at low production volumes. The adhesive
sets in the pumping lines from part to part, and the adhesive cannot be thoroughly mixed.

Use of Plastic Squeeze-Bottles - This method of control has a control efficiency estimated at
15%, compared to a brush-and-wipe application, and a cost effectiveness of $3 per ton.

Installation of Ultrasonic Welding Equipment - This method of control was determined to be
economically infeasible. The cost effectiveness was estimated at $8400 per ton.

Use of Thermal Oxidation - This method of control was determined to be economically
infeasible. The cost effectiveness was estimated at $9400 per ton. This method of control also
creates nitrogen oxide emissions as it controls VOC emissions.
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Use of Catalytic Oxidation - This method of control was determined to be economically
infeasible. The cost effectiveness was estimated at $10,100 per ton. This method of control also
creates nitrogen oxide emissions as it controls VOC emissions.

OAQ has concluded that the Best Available Control Technology (BACT) for the adhesive
application systems shall be the use of quart-size plastic bottles with nozzle-type screw-on lids,
to apply a bead of glue to a plastic part. The total amount of VOC delivered to the applicator
shall not exceed 3.1 tons per month.

Conclusion
